DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a bending wave loudspeaker. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature of a resonant panel comprising a plurality of vibration exciters coupled to excite the panel 
into resonance along the minor axis and restraining the resonance along the major axis to output 
a wide directivity along the minor axis and a narrow directivity along the major axis of the panel 
in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 1 . The closest prior art, Bank (WO 
00/33612) teaches a bending wave panel comprising multiple transducers and produces an output 
which is inhibited in the smaller width direction but fails to teach the transducer itself to assist in 
providing the desired directivity (See applicant's remarks submitted 1/5/09, page 6, last 
paragraph to page 7, second paragraph). The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent 
claims obvious.
